" ©. The ſaid Andrew Mackie being a Meaſin to his Employment, *tis 
given out, that when he took the Aſeaſon-wore, he devouted his firſt Child 
ro the Devil: Butl am certawly informed, he never took the ſame, 
and knows not what that Word is. He is outwardly Moral, there is us- 
thing known to his Life and Converſation, but honeſt, civil, and harmle. 
beyond many of his Neighbours, doth delight in the Company of the beſt; 
and when he was under the Trouble of that evil Spirit, did pray to the 
great fatisfation of mavy. As for his Wife aud Chularen, none have im- 
puted any thing to them as the riſe ot it, nor is there any grouud, for 
ought | know, for any to do fo. 

a. \Whereas its given out that a Woman ſub m/s fams, did leave ſome 
Cloaths in that houſc, in the Cuſtody of the ſaid Andrew Adacher, and died 
before they were given up to her; and he or his Wife ſhould have keeped 
{ome of them back from her friends: I did ſeriouſly pole both him and 
his Wife upon the Matter, they declared they knew not what things were 
left, being bound up in a Sack, but did deliver entirely to her Freinds 
all they received from the omen, which I am apt to believe. 

3 Whereas one | Macknaugbt, who ſometimes before ms 
that Houſe, did not thrive in his own Perſon, or Goods: It ſeems he 
had ſent his Son to a Wrch-wife, who lived then at the Rewring-bridge, in 
the Paroch of /ren:gray, to enquire what might be tic cauſe of the decay 
of his Perſon and Goods: the Youth mecting with ſome Forreign Soul- 
di rs, went abroad to Flanders, and did not return withan Anſwer. Some 
years after there was one Fobn Redick mn this Paroch, who having had occaſi- 
on to go abroad, met with the faid young Macknaugbt in Flanders, and th 
knowing other, Mackvaugbt enquired after his Father and other Friends; an 
finding the ſaid Fobn Redick was to go home,defared him to go to his Father, 
or whoever dwelt in the Ring-creft,and delire them to raiſe the door-thre- 
ſhold,ard ſearch, till they found a Tooth,aud burn ir, for none who dwelt in 
that houſe would thrive till that was done. The faid Jobn Reaick coming 
home, and finding 'the old man Marknaughr dead, and his Wife out of that 
place, did never mention the matter, nor further mind it, till this trouble 
was in Audrew Mathie's Family ; then he ſpoke of it, and told the mat-

ter to my ſelf Betwixt Mackpight' 7 Seard arid Andrew Mackir Polſeiien of this 
Houſe, there was oneTbemarTelfarr,who pofleſt it ſome years;what way he 
heard the Report of what the Witch- wife had faid to Mackniyht's Son, I - 
cannot tellz bur he ſearched the door-threfhold, and found ſomething 
like aT oth, did compare it with the Tooth of Man, Horſe, Nolt and 
Sheep (as he faid to me ) but could not ſay which it did reſemble, only 
it did reſemble a Tooth : he did caſt it in the fixe, where it burnt like a 
Candle, or ſo wuch Tallow; yet he never knew any trouble about that 
houſe by night or by day, before or after, during his Pofſefſion. Theſe 
things premiled, being ſuſpeRed to have been the occaſion of the Trou- 
blez and there being no more known as to them, than what is now de- 
flared, I do think the matter ſtill unknown, what may have given an ariſe 
thereto. But leaving this 1 ſubjoin the matter as follows, 

Ia the Moneth of Frbrwary, the ſaid Andrew Mackie had ſome young 
Beaſts, which in the night time were ſtill lJoofed, and their Bindings brok- 
en : he taking it to be the unrulynels of the Beaſts, did make tra: 
and ſtronger Bindings of Withes and other things, but ſtill all were brok- 
en: at laſt he 1 parves it to be ſorne other thing, whereupon he remo- 
ved them out of that place, and the firſt night thereafter, one of them 
was bound with a Hair-tedder to the balk of the houfe, fo ſtrait that the 
feet of the Beaſt only touched the ground, but could not move no wa 
elſe, yet it ſuſtained no hurt. An other night, when the Fawily were all 
fleeping, there was the full of an back-creel of Peevs, ſer together in midſt 
of the houſe floor, and fire put in them, the ſmoak wakened the Family, 
otherwiſe the houſe had been burnt; yet nothing all the while waseither 
ſcen or heard, | X 

Upon the 7b. of March thexe were ſtones thrown in the Houſe, in all 
the places of it, but it could not be diſcovered from whence they came, 


- What, or who threw them: After this manner it continued rill the S«b- 


bb, now and then throwing both in the night and day, but was 'bulieft

Upon Saturnday, the Family being all without, the Children coming 
in, law ſomething, which they thought to be a body fitting by the fire- 
{ide, with a Blanket (or Cloath) about it, whereat they were aftraid : The 
youngeſt, being a boy about 9g or 10 years of age, did chide the reft, ſay. 
ing, why are you fear'd? let us ſame (or bleſs ) our elves, and then 
thexe 15 no ground to. fear't.; he perceived the blauket-to be his, and fan» 
ing;

Upon the Sebbath, being the 114. of March, the Crook and' Pot<clips 
were taken away, and were a wanting four days, and were found at laſt 
on a loafr, where they had been ſoaght (everal times before [This isat- 
telted by Charles Mackielave of Colline, and Jobn Cairns in' Ha-dbitls. It'was 
obſerveg that the Stones which hir any perſon, had not half their. natural 
weight, and the throwing was more frequent on the Sabbath,” than at o- 
ther times: and eſpecially in time of Prayer, above all other times, it was 
buſi:{t, then throwing moſt ar the perſon praying. The laid Audrew Mac- 
ke told the matter to me upon 'Sebbath after Sermon; upon the Tueſday 
thereafter 1 went to the houſe, did ſtay a conſiderable rime with them, 
and prayed twice, and there was no trouble: Then 1'came out with a 
reſolution to leave the houſe, and as I- was ſtanding, ſpeaking to ſome men 
at the barn end, I ſaw two little ſtones drop down on the Croft at a lit- 
tle diſtance from me; and thew immediatly ſome came crying out of the 
houſe, rhat it was become as ill as ever within : whereupon 1 went into 
the houſe again, and as I was at Prayer, it threw ſeveral ſtones at me, 
but they did no hurt, being very fmall; and after there was n> more trou. 
ble till the 18 day of March : and then it. began as before, and threw more 
frequently, greater ſtones, whole ſtrokes were forer where they hit: and 
thus ir continued tothe 21, Then 1 went to the houſe and-ſtayed a great 
part of the night, but was greatly troubled; ſtones, aud ſeveral cther things 
were thrown at me; I was ſtruck (ſeveral times on the ſides; and ſhoulders, 
very ſharply with a great ſtaff, ſo that thoſe who were preſent heatd' the 
noiſe of the firokes : that night it threw off rhe bed-fide, and rapped up- 
on the Chiſts and Boards, as one calling for' acceſs: This is atteſted by 
Charles Macklclane of Colline, William Mackminn, and febn "Tan in Torr. 
That night; as I was once at Praybt, leaning on a bed-fide, I'fek fomething, 
preſſing up my arme, I caſting my eyes thither, perceived a little white 
Hand and Arm from the elbow»down, but preſently it evaniſhed. It is 
ro be obſerved, that notwithſtanding of all that was felt and heard, from 
the firſt to the laſt of this marter, 'there was never any thing ſeen, except 
that hand 1faw, and a Friend of the ſaid Andrew Macize*s ſatd he 1aw as it 
were a young Man, red faced, with yellow hair, looking in at —_—_

came to the door, ſhe found a broad Stone to ſhake under her foot, which 
ſbe never knew to be looſe before : She reſolved with her ſelf to ſee what 
was heneath it in the morning there after, 7 © 

Upon the 6th, of Aprile, when the Houle was quiet, fhe went to the 
ſtone, and there found Seven ſmall bones, with Blood, and fome Fleſh, all 
cloſed in a peice of Old ſuddled Paper,the Blood was feſh. and bright : The 
ſight whereof troubled, her, and beihg affraid, laid al} down again; 'And 
Tan to Co/lme his Houſe, being an quarter of an Mite diſtant : But in that 
time, it was worſe then ever it was before; by throwing Stones, and fire- 
Balls, in and about the Houfe, ©. but the fire as it lighted did Evaniſh : In 
that time it threw an #or-fone into the bed. betwixt the Children, which 
burnt through the bed cloaths; And aſter it was taken out by the Mans 
Eldeſt Son, and had lyen on the floor more nor an Hour, ' and an half ; 
the ſaid Charles Macccelan of Cellnm could not hold it in his hand for hezt: 
this is attefted be Charles Macklelav, It thruſt an Staff: thorrow the Wall of 
the houſe above the Children in the hed, ſhook it over them, and Groaned. 
When Colline came to the houſe, he wentto Prayer before he Offered to 
life the Bones; all the while he was at Prayer it was moſt crucls But as 

- ſoon as he took up the Bunes the troyhle ceaſed. (- this is atteſted be Churles 
Macklelore ) he ſent them preſently to me'3- upon fight whertef 1 went 
immediatly fo the houſe : while I was at Prayer; it threw- great Stones
